Mixing all the 
fruils in part two of the flour, cream, 
butler and sugar together well, beat dn 
tis eggs two at-a time, add the strong 
ccffee, then caramel color, stir thorough- 
ly, adding the fruit last. This will make 
two cakes. Bake two hcurs in a moder- 
ate oven, This is a delicious moist cake, 
keeping fresh indefinitely. 


While Fruit Cake.—Rub 1 cup butter 
and 1 cup sugar to a cream. ‘Take 1. % 
figs, 1 tb dates, 1 fb raisins, \ t% citron 
and 1 % almonds, chop each separately 
end rather coarsely, then mix them all 
lightly together with the fingers. Mea- 
sure 24% cups flour and sift*some of it 
over the fruit. “A@gl 2 teaspoons baking 
pewder to the remainder and again sift 
tee flour; then add it to the butler and

| oubsana recently. 

“It is because feather beds are bigh- 
1 hy hygroscopic—a rather formidable 
word, but one meaning simply that 


feathers readily absorb and condense 


moisture, The body is constantly 
throwing off waste matter through the 
skin and the lungs. The feathers in 
the bed will absorb this waste matter 
as readily as it will simple atmos- 
pheric moisture. The feathers re 
tain the waste matter during the day, 
when the bed is cold, even when it is 
fired, unless also warmed by sun- 
shine during the time it is exposed te 
the air. 

“At night, when the body of the 
sleeper warms the bed, the feathers 
renew their hygroscopic action and 
throw off the waste matter absorbed 
the night before. The susceptible body 
of the sleeper is soon surrounded by a 
dense and highfy poisonous atmos- 
phere, the accumulative effect of 
which cannot help but be very in- 
jurious. 

“The skin, like the lungs, is contin- 

ually breathing and is very sensitive 
to external influences; hence arises 
the need for air baths as well as for 
water baths. The entire body should 
be exposed to fresh air every day for 
as long n time as you can make possi- 
ble, and all beds should be thoroughly 
ventilated.” 


COTTON IN INDIA. . 


The Way It Was Discovered by a Man 
Who Was an Observer. 

A remarkable story is told about the 
discovery of the cotton plant in India 
s0me years ago. Two gentlemen were 
driving out to dinner near Bombay, 
one the host and the other his guest. 
On both sides of the road were hedges. 

It was getting dark, but the guest 
noticed some white stuff on the top of 
the hedges all the way along and at 
length told his friend that hesthought 
it looked like cotton. His friend order- 
ed the native driver to stop, and the 
two Englishmen got down and exam- 
ined. The guest was right, It was cot- 
ton of an extraordinary sttong staple. 

Both men were cotton experts, and 
yet the host, who had driven along the 
same road for years, had passed the 
cotton without recognizing it. The 
guest immediately proceeded to buy 
up these hedges, for except them there 
were none that he had seen during a 
twelve years’ residence in India. 

During his investigations he discoy- 
ered that natives often had one or two 
cotton trees in their gardens, and the 
English club compounds possessed 
three or four in different parts of In- 
dia, but nowhere except in this Bom- 
bay district did he see cotton growing 
in such luxuriant abundance. 

Iie bought up every tree and plant 
he could, for not a single native Euro- 
pean imagined that it was a cotton 
tree that he possessed in his garden.—

WHEN IS A COW AT_HER BEST? 

According to.a bulletin issued by the 
Wisconsin Dairy Station, a cow is at 
her best during. her fifth and sixth 
years up to which time the produc- 
tions of milk and butter-fat by cows in 
normal condition ceases each year, The 
length of time a cow will maintain her 
maximum production depends on her 
constitulional strength ang the care 
with which she is managed. 

A good dairy cow should not show 
any marked falling Off until afler ten 
years of age. Many excellent records 
rave been made older than this. The 
quality of the milk. produced by hel- 
fers is Somewhat better than that of 
the older cows fora decrease has heen 
moted of one to two-tenths of one per 
cent, in the average fat content of each 
year until the cows have reached. the 
Tull age. This is caused by the Increase 
in weight ef the cows wilh advance 
age. At any rate, there seems to’ be a 
parallelism between the two sels of 
figures for the same eows, Young ani- 
mals use a portion of their food for the 
formatiow of body tissue, and it is to 
ke expected, thérefore, {hat heifers will 
require a larger proportion of nutri- 
ents for the production of milk arid but- 
ter than do other cows. 

After a certain age has been reach- 
ed—on the average, seven years—th 
fvod requiréd for the production of mi 
or butter fat again increase, both 
regards dry matier and digestible com 
ponents of the ‘foods. A good milki 
cow of exceptional strength, kept “in- 
der favorable conditions, whose diges- 
tive system has not been impaired by 
ever feeding or crowding for high» re- 
sult, should continue to be a profitable 
producer till her twelfth wear, although 
fhe. economy. of her prolactin: is apt 
fo be somewhat reduced before this 
age is reached,

« ELECTRIC. RAILWAY SIGNALS, 


The Great Weslern Kailway in Eng- 
land is experimenting with a promis- 
ing form of . electric signals for the 
prevention cf accidents in fogs and 
siorms. ‘The apparatus consists of, an 
‘jron rail placed half-way between 4he 
regular rails dnd connected electrical- 
ly with the semephores. controlling 
switches; and of an electric, bell anda 
whistle, carried in the cab of the lo- 
comotive, and actuated by contact with 
the electric rail as the train passes 
‘over it.
